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STUDENT PROFILE - SPRING 1980 


Sister Marie L. Cairns, Assistant Dean, has prepared a profile of the student body 
during the 1980 spring term with results as follows: 


*Spring enrollment for the Graduate School of Library Science includes 105 stu- 
dents, 8 males and 97 females, 49 full-time and 56 part-time students. Together 
they carry a collective load of 694 semester hours. 


*Birthplaces are listed in 21 states and 8 foreign countries. Forty-six percent 
were born in 23 cities of Louisiana and 11 in New Orleans and only 7 in Baton 
Rouge. Only Texas (6) and Illinois (5) claimed more than 3 students. 


*Students range in age from 20 to 59 with 49 percent still in their 20's, 18 
percent less than 25, 71 percent less than 35 and 92 percent less than 50. 
The average age is 31 for both males and females with a median of 30. 


*Although a foreign language is no longer an admission requirement, most of the 
current students have some knowledge of one or more of eleven languages. Fifty- 
five claim knowledge of a single foreign language, 26 of 2 languages, 9 of three 
languages, 2 of 4 languages and one has knowledge of 5 languages. French and 
Spanish are the most popular choices, either singly or in any of the twenty 
different combinations. 


*The average GPA is 3.07 with a median of 3.10. 


*The average GRE total score is 1000 with a verbal average of 526 and a quantitative 
average of 480. 


*These students hold 124 degrees earned at 66 colleges and. universities in 55 cities 
of 22 states and 5 foreign countries. Sixteen of these are graduate degrees in- 
cludipel Paap. 


*Major academic fields represented by these degrees range through 40 subject areas 
from Agricultural Education through Fine Arts, History, Law, Theatre, and Western 
Literature. English leads the list with Education next in line. 


*Eighty-six percent of those who expressed a single preference regarding career 
interests are equally divided among academic, school, and special librarianship. 
Approximately 63 percent of the male students are interested in special librarian- 
ship either as single choice or in combination with academic. 


*Alternate choices were expressed in every possible combination of type of library, 
the most frequent being a combination of school and public librarianship. 


*The collective previous experience of this student body includes: 


&8 years in school librarianship 

70 years in public librarianship 
110 years in academic librarianship and 
20 years in special librarianship. 


*Present occupations include wide range of services and administration in all 
types of libraries and systems. 


*Current home addresses list 32 cities in only 4 states and 3 foreign countries. 
Eighty-one percent listed addresses in 23 cities in Louisiana, 57 percent of 
these being in Baton Rouge.

CURRICULUM REVISION 


After more than two years of continuous study and planning by faculty, students 
and members of the professional community regarding curriculum structure and content 
of the M.L.S. degree offered by the Graduate School of Library Science, LSU, the 
unanimous decision has been reached to retain a structure of separate, 3 credit hour 
courses for the degree program. Although advantages pertain in an integrated core 
structure of 6 credit hour courses for the required curriculum, it has been decided 
that flexibility afforded students in designing study programs and the optimum use 
of faculty expertise in the 3 credit hour format outweighs these advantages. 


Changes in curriculum content for fail 1980 have been sent to the University Courses 
and Curricula Committee. A new required introductory course, LibS 7000 FUNDAMENTALS 
OF LIBRARY AND INFORMATION SERVICE, will be added to the curriculum. In addition to 
this course, all students will be required to take the following courses: 


LibS 7001 Selection of Library Materials and Collection Development 
LibS 7002 Reference and Bibliography 

LibS 7004 Principles of Library Management 

LibS 7006 Organization of Information - Description 

LibS 7007 Organization of Information - Subject Access 

LibS 7009 Research Methods in Library Science 


Curriculum -— continued 


Four practicum courses, by type of library school, special, etc. have been added 
to the curriculum. Students will be allowed to take one practicum to count toward 
their degree program. The 34 credit hours that are presently required for awarding 
the M.L.S. degree will be extended by 9 credit hours to a total of 43 hours. 


HELP FROM ALUMNI REQUESTED

MORTON SCHOLARSHIP FUND 


The Morton Scholarship, due to memorial contributions and the donations collected 
at the LLA Alumni breakfast, now totals approximately $3,500. It is hoped that by no 
later than Fall 1982 the first Morton Scholarship can be awarded.
